255 hostages, 
fly to dubai 


BEIRU T (U P I) - Three Arab 
guerrillas freed 255 captives aboard 
a hijacked Dutch jumbo jet in 
Valletta. Malta, then flew to the 
Persian Gulf sheikhdom of Dubai 
where they refueled and took off 
again, a Dubai Airport spokesman 
reported. 
The Royal Dutch Airlines (KLM> 
747 took off from Dubai airport after 
a three-hour refuelling stopover. 
The spokesman said the plane left at 
6:40 p.m. (9:40 a m. EST) and 
headed in a southwesterly direction. 
KLM said in Amsterdam it was 
flying to Aden, the capital of 
Marxist Southern Yemen. 


The 
plane 
was 
carrying 
10 


crewmen and a vice president of 
KLM who boarded at Valletta as a 
voluntary hostage. Since the Sunday 
night hijack the guerrillas have 
taken it to Damascus, Cyprus, 
Libya, Malta and Dubai 
Officials at the Libya’s Tripoli 
airport 
said 
today 
the 
takeoff 
Monday of the fully loaded plane 
was a “ miracle.” They said the 
plane used a runway that had been 
closed for 25 years and “ is certainly 
unfit for landings and takeoffs. 
They said it almost collided with 
construction equipment on takeoff. 
Diplomatic sources in Beirut said 
if the plane flew to Aden the 
hijackers might be given refuge and 
a safe conduct. 


The Dubai airport official said 
during their stay at Dubai's modern 
airport, the hijackers made no 
demands 
beyond 
the 
one 
for 
refuelling. He said nobody left the 
plane and nobody went aboard. He 
said airport ground staff put 2,000 
gallons of fuel into the plane’s tanks. 


The Royal Dutch Arlines (KLM ) 
747 carried the three Palestinian 
hijackers, 10 crewmen and KLM 
Vice President A.W Withholt on its 
five and a half hour flight from 
Malta while the guerrillas were 
refused 
permission 
to 
land 
in 
Baghdad and Kuwait 
Airport 
officials 
said 
they 
believed 
that 
bv 
releasing 
the 


passengers and eight stewardesses 
in Malta, the hijackers indicated the 
purpose 
of 
their

accomplished. They demanded and 
received 
pledges

Netherlands not to provide facilities 
for Soviet Jews emigrating to Israel 
and not to permit transportation of 
arms or volunteers to Israel. 
Witholt had offered himself as a

were hijacked Sunday night when 
they left Beirut en route to Tokyo. 
Their odyssey took them to Cyprus 
for refuelling and then to Tripoli in 
Libya before they were released in 
Malta.

memos today that he said showed 
White House pressure on the Small 
Business 
Adm inistration 
to 
guarantee loans to a construction 
company owned by a co-chairman of 
the Athletes for Nixon Committee. 
Curtis A. Prins, chief investigator 
for the House Banking Committee, 
told the subcommittee on Small 
Business the loans concerned the 
Benny McRae Construction Co. of 
Portsmouth, Va., a company run by 
a 
former 
professional 
football 
player. 
Prins read a memo from Thomas 
Reagan, director of the Richmond, 
Va., SBA office, to subordinates 
saying “ please get out papers on 
McRae. This is a White House case 
and the heat is on.” Prins said the 
word “ heat” was underlined twice. 
McRae was identified by Prins as 
a 
former 
professional 
football 
player with the Chicago Bears and 
the New York Giants, an adviser to 
various presidential physical fitness 
committees and co-chairman of the 
Athletes for Nixon Committee in 
1968 and 1972. 
Prins was the first witness before 
the 
subcommittee, 
which 
is 
investigating 
allegations 
of 
corruption and poor administrative 
practices in the SBA. The SBA 
grants 
loans 
and 
makes 
loan 
guarantees to small businesses and 
minority businesses. 
Prins said that the SBA approved 
two loan guarantees to the McRae 
company totaling $250,000 on March 
28, 1973, but Walter Riley, a loan 
officer of the Bank of Hampton 
Roads, 
refused to disburse the 
money. 
Prins quoted Riley as saying the 
McRae company was not run in a 
businesslike manner, that its checks 
were constantly being returned and 
that checks were being written when 
the company had a zero balance in 
the bank. 


On June 20, 1973, however, the 
SBA gave the company a guarantee 
loan of credit of $100,000 that was 
drawn on a branch of the Bank of 
Virginia. That loan is now in default, 
Prins said. 


The company tried a few months 
ago to get a direct loan of $100,000 
from SBA, Prins said. He said two 
loan officers had turned down the 
loan, but had received pressure 
from the central SBA office in 
Washington to approve it.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Rose 
Mary Woods, President Nixon’s 
personal secretary, demonstrated in 
public court today how she said she 
accidentally erased part of a White 
House conversation recorded on 
tape. 
The demonstration came in the 
court of U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica, who Monday was given 
custody of 10 White House tapes. 
Sirica today directed Miss Woods to 
turn over the electrical equipment 
from her office so it could be 
determined how 18 minutes of one of 
the tapes was obliterated. 
A portion of that tape— recorded 
June 20, 1972, three days after the 
Watergate breakin—was played in 
court. It was the first time any of 
the White House tapes had been 
heard in public. 
The tape—marred by whistles, 
hums 
and 
garbled 
voices — 
contained portions of conversations 
Nixon had with his former key 
aides, John D. Ehrlichman and H R. 
Haldeman. More than 18 minutes of

But the White House today was 
uncertain as to whether the actual 
returns would be available for 
public review. 
Nixon has admitted he paid only

half-million dollar deduction for the 
vice presidential papers he turned 
over to the National Archives.

Commission staff recommends offshore oil drilling 


SACRAMENTO a P I ) - Controller Houston I Flournoy 
today said the state lands commission staff has recom­ 
mended resumption of offshore oil drilling, which was 
banned in state waters after the disastrous oil spill in the 
Santa Barbara channel. 
Flournoy, chairman of the commission, told newsmen, 
‘ The experts feel that continuing the moratorium would 
ignore the needs of the current energy crisis 
The staff report will be submitted to the commission 
Thursday The three member group is expected to approve 
renewed drilling at its Dec 11 meeting 
The ban on drilling in state waters was imposed by the 
commission four years ago following the oil well blowout in 
the Santa Barbara Channel which smeared beaches with 
black muck and killed thousands of birds. 


Flournoy told a news conference, “ The new procedures 


are designed to preclude a spill. However, they will 
increase the cost of producing oil 
“ The study recommendations provide for suspension of 
operations in the event of an oil spill, reporting of spills, 
contingency plans for major and minor spills, maintenance 
of open sea containment and recovery equipment and emer­ 
gency equipment on each offshore facility 
Resumption of drilling, supported by Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, has long been sought by the oil industry 
Ed Gladish, executive officer of the commission, has 
estimated “ several hundred million 
barrels of oil can be 
drawn from renewed offshore drilling. 


All three members of the commission have endorsed the 
lifting of the drilling ban with some environmental reserva­ 
tions. 
Most recently Vornr Orr. state finance director and 


member of the commission, declared he would support 
renewed drilling 


He siad that the country “ has arrived at a position where 
it 
has 
to 
consider 
something 
less 
than 
ideal 
(environmental ) safeguards because of the energy crisis “ 
Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke is the third member of the commis­ 
sion. Both he and Flournoy are Republican gubernatorial 
candidates. 


Earlier this fall, Flournoy released a list of his campaign 
contributors which showed he has received $4.150 from oil 
industry connected sources. 
A spokesman for Reinecke said at that time the 
lieutenant governor had not received “ substantial sums“ 
from the oil industry. A list of the contributors was not 
released. 


The oil industry has lobbied the commission heavily for 
permission to begin drilling once again in the blue Pacific 
waters 
The industry contends adequate safeguards are available 
to prevent a recurrence of the 1969 disaster. 
And it points to statistics which show oil production in 
California has declined 13 per cent the ban on offshore 
drilling was imposed 


The commission held two hearings earlier this year to 
hear comments on offshore drilling The U S Department 
of Interior has also conducted hearings on an Exxon Oil Co., 
request to drill in federal waters 


And two weeks ago in Washington, DC., the Nixon 
administration scuttled its own bill for protecting the Santa 
Barbara Channel against oil spills from offshore wells.

Death toll lower than forecast 


United Press International 
A final count of the Thanksgiving weekend traffic death 
toll Monday showed that less people died than the National 
Safety Council had forecast. The figure was also below 
normal for a similar four-day, non-holiday weekend. 
A spokesman for the council said, “ Motorists may have 
been especially alert because concern over automobile 
travel in general may have shown itself in a special 
consciousness about holiday traffic.” 
He said it was “ only a guess how many motorists actually 
adhered to a 50-mile-per-hour speed limit.” President 
Nixon had requested that speed be reduced as an energy- 
saving measure. 
A final United Press International tabulation showed 539 
persons were killed in traffic during the 102-hour period 
beginning at 6 p.m. local time Wednesday and ending at 
midnight Sunday. 


In its advance estimate, the council had said that 
anywhere between 625 and 725 persons would die on the 
nation’s highways during the holiday weekend. In 1972, the 
figure was 679 


Statisticians for the council estimate that 610 persons 
would die in traffic during a comparable non-holiday week­ 
end. 
California had the highest death toll among the states, but 
a Highway Patrol spokesman said the toll of 45 was the 
lowest for the holiday since record-keeping began. He at­ 
tributed the decrease to a crackdown on drunken drivers. 
Texas counted 34 traffic fatalities, New York 29, Ohio 27 
and Illinois and Pennsylvania 25 each. 
In addition to the traffic deaths, 31 persons died in fires, 
19 in plane crashes and 79 in other accidents during the 
holiday period. 


Nation's weather 


United Press International 
Storms eased off in intensity early today 
after pounding portions of the South 
Monday night. 


Severe storms in eastern Mississippi 
diminished after an evening of 10 reported 
tornadoes with several injuries. 
At least five tornadoes touched down 
Monday in northwest Alabama, injuring 
four persons and damaging buildings at 
Guin and causing damage to several 
buildings in Panama and Jones Chapel. 
Other thunderstorms let up along the 
eastern portions of the Gulf Coast but 
continued to be scattered over Louisiana, 
Mississippi, eastern Arkansas, Tennessee, 
Kentucky and the southern portions of 
Indiana and Ohio. 
Other showers soaked northwest Florida, 
along the North Atlantic Coast and into 


western Texas. Fog and drizzle were 
widespread from the eastern portions of 
Missouri. Iowa and Minnesota through 
Illinois and the Great Lakes region while 
fog was mixed with rain in the eastern Ohio 
Valley. 
In other parts of the country, snow as 
scattered over portions of the Rockies and 
travelers advisories were in effect for 
portions of eastern Arizona, the mountains 
and Northwest Plateau of New Mexico and 
the mountains of Colorado. 
Skies were clear over much of the 
Southwest desert region with generally fair 
to occasionally partly cloudy skies in the 
Plains and the Southern Gulf Coast states. 
Temperatures around the nation early 
today ranged from a low of 12 degrees at 
Rawlings, Wyo., to a high of 79 degrees at 
New Orleans, La.

But City Attorney James Longtin said, 
“ If it’s found feasible, the city wouldn’t be 
committed to go ahead with it with or 
without a vote.” 
What kind of a vote of Lompoc residents 
would 
be 
required 
to 
launch 
the 
undertaking was left unclear last night. 
Much will depend on the financial aspect of 
the feasibility study, if done. But a 
consensus of the council on this issue was 
voiced by Stevens: 
“ It would be impossible to sell a bond 
issue, which would be necessary (at some 
point in the project), unless the public were 
absolutely convinced that that is the way to 
go.” 
According to Wahlers, the restudy would 
not itself involve any cost to county or city 
governments. The city’s request for the 
county agency action was slated to be on 
the agenda at today’s County Water 
Agency 
meeting. 
The 
County 
Water 
Agency 
consists 
of 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors. 
The craggy issues of the merits of the 
dam project resurfaced in force last night 
on both sides of the question. Arneta 
Crossman of PLUS (Preserve Lompoc’s 
Unique Surroundings) sounded the opening 
bugle 
for 
a 
number 
of 
anti-dam 
representatives by terming the “ genuine 
interest” understanding Wahlers spoke of 
as “ undue pressure.” Only a “ speculative 
minority,” she said, would benefit from the 
project 
Mrs. 
Crossman 
was joined 
at the 
ramparts by Phil Kerrigan of a group 
called Taxpayers against the Lompoc 
Dam, who stated that the project would 
involve the innundation of one sixth of the 
area’s productive farm land The project, 
Kerrigan added, would yield an amount of 


water far in excess of foreseeable need. 
That 
earthquakes 
along 
presently 
undetected faults could breach the dam and 
menace 
the 
valley 
population 
was 
described by local Archaeologist Larry 
Spanne as a “ real hazard.” 


Spanne, who invoked the memory of the 
hefty 1912 valley temblor that demolished 
the original La Purisima Mission, was 
joined by Dorothy Robinson of 1401 East 
Palmetto. She claimed that a geological 
crew working in the area has located 
“ active earthquake faults” in the proposed 
dam area. 


Mrs. Robinson added that she calculates 
the dam will have to yield an unlikely $1.014 
million yearly just to keep its head above 
water. “ We don’t realize the tremendous 
amount of money that this thing would 
cost,” she said. 
Dominant among project proponents was 
Ed Rodgers, a base engineer, who said, 
“ You’re not going to be able to use these 
(valley) wells much longer because they’re 
below public health standards now, way 
below.” 
When asked if the state water project 
couldn’t obviate the need for a Lompoc 
dam, Rodgers responded, “ Feather River 
water is a myth. They’re 40 per cent over­ 
committed. They’ve sold 40 per cent more 
than they have. . . Ladies and gentlemen,” 
Rodgers added, his voice rising, “ I ’m not 
asking you if you want supplemental water, 
I ’m asking if you want water.” 
The original Lompoc project was shelved 
to resolve questions about the potential for 
desalted water and supplemental water 
from other sources.

The White House contended in papers filed since Monday 
that the "hum” apparently was “caused by the depression 
of a record button during the process of reviewing the tape, 
possibly while the recorder was in the proximity of an 
electric typewriter and a high intensity lamp

Israel warned Egypt 
prepared for action

along the Suez Canal are not successful 
“This is a question that is under close study at the 
mom ent,” Anis said 
He said Israel is “ playing for tim e” at the military 
meetings held at Kilometer 101 on the Cairo-Suez road and 
that “this can only reflect adversely its intentions towards 
the peace conference itself 
Asked about progress at the Kilometer 101 talks which 
resume Wednesday, Anis said: 
“The Egyptian side has honored to the letter the U.N. 
document on the cease-fire stabilization. 
“There is nothing so far to indicate the Israelis are going 
to do the same 
The present Israeli stand is not one 
conducive to the consolidation of efforts being made for 
peace in the area. 
The government s spokesman s statem ent followed a 
warning by another Egyptian officials that Egyptian armed 
forces are “fully prepared” to resume the fighting if Israel 
continues its stalling tactics. 
The key point of dispute was the Security Council 
resolution asking Israel to return to the Oct 22 cease-fire 
lines, a move that would free the Egyptian 3rd Army and 
open the road from Cairo to Suez. Israel insists it is 
impossible to return to these lines because there were no 
cease-fire lines then

in Chicago Nov. 25-29 
Their scholarships and expense-paid Congress trips were donated by 
Montgomery Ward, sponsor of the 4-H consum er education program , 
supervised by the Cooperative Extension Service. 
Miss Costa, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Costa Sr., is a freshman 
at Mount Saint M ary's College in Los Angeles. She plans a career in 


medicine. 
Making com parative buying trips in her consum er education project 


she said, “ I have often found that I can make an item at less cost and 
of better quality than I can purchase in a store ' 
The eight-year 4-H’er, said that as natural cereals gained in 
popularity, she began comparing costs, nutritional value and taste of 
the pre-packaged, bulk and homemade varieties. ‘‘I concluded that the 
homemade granola was easy to make, had more nutritional value, 
cost less and tasted better than the com m ercial brand.’’

“ I was really pleased with Reed’s effort,” said Nolan. “ He called a good 
game and, had he not been hurt, I don’t know if I would have replaced him 
with Spurrier.” 


Reed, who played his collegiate ball at Mississippi State, seemed pleased, 
too, with play calling against the Packers and was appreciative Nolan let 
him. 


“ The coach went along with me,” he said, “ and I think I built a lot of 
confidence out of that. We didn’t go into the game with any definite plans 
other than to see if we could execute better than we had been doing. 


That the 49ers did, putting together their best running game of the year 
behind Vic Washington and Ken Willard while snapping a four-game losing 
streak. However, it was only their fourth victory against seven losses and 
hardly is cause for celebration.

All-League formula 
not yet perfected

The perfect formula for selecting 
an All-League team, or an all- 
anything team for that matter, is 
like a cure for cancer— it just has 
not been discovered. The groans and 
grumbles of those who are slighted 
by all-star voting in any sport are as 
traditional as apple pie and athletic 
supporters. 
So it comes as no surprise that at 
least a couple of folks are displeased 
with the 1973 Northern All-League 
football team. 
The team was selected at a 
meeting last Wednesday in Santa 
Maria. Cabrillo coach Evert Jones, 
through someone’s oversight, was 
not invited San Luis Obispo coach 
Leon Criner, who doesn t believe in 
All-League teams and who cited a 
league ruling against official all­ 
league teams, chose not to attend. 
(It’s interesting that Criner does 
believe in all-CIF teams and is 
actively 
promoting 
one 
of 
his 
players for honors.) 
So what we had was a hastily- 
convened committee of three head 
coaches and one assistant coach. 
It’s a long story why the meeting 
wasn’t planned far in advance. I 
tried to set up the meeting three 
weeks ago. but the plan wilted from 
lack of cooperation. 
So with time running short, I 
mailed (special delivery) ballots to 
all six coaches Monday of last week, 
with plans to collect the ballots by 
phone Wednesday. I scrapped that 
plan last Tuesday when I learned 
second hand that Tom Hawkins of 
Santa Maria and Jim Spruill of 
Lompoc, who objected to that form 
of balloting, had set up the meeting. 


It's extemely doubtful that the 
oversight of not inviting Jones was 
intentional, even considering that at 
least a couple of the league coaches 
are unhappy with Jones because he 
balked publicly last year when 
Kevin Drake was left off the All- 
League team. 


Jones wasn't exactly crazy about 
this year’s selections or selecting, 
either. 
“ I wasn’t allowed to vote and I 


wasn’t allowed to participate,” said 
Jones. “ The only thing I can do is 
reject the All-League team as not 
representative. I guess I could 
appoint myself as a committee of 
one and select my own All-League 
team.” 
Jones, of course, would have liked 
to have seen Drake named MVP. 
But he was more upset at some of 
the other picks 
“ We were, according to the stats, 
the best offensive team in the league 
by about 75 yards a game,” Jones 
said, “ and yet we had only one 
player on the offensive team. It’s 
kind of unusual that we would n't 
have had a couple blockers I don’t 
know anyone that blocks as well as 
Horst 
Peak 
and 
Steve 
Drown 
(Cabrillo linemen) do ” 
Jones hinted that even had he been 
invited, he may have boycotted, a la 
Criner. Evert is convinced that 
justice is seldom served by the 
present system of selecting, which 
is to sit around and talk about the 
players, then vote, with coaches 
allowed 
to vote for their own 
players. 
“ In my opinion,” says Spruill, 
“ that’s really the only way to do it.” 
Actually, 
all-opponent 
voting 
(with 
no 
meeting) 
is used 
in 
selecting 
just about every all- 
anything team, be it pro, college or 
high school. 
In my brief career on this desk I 
have tried, totally without success, 
to institute opponent-only balloting. 
I have sat through seven all-league 
meetings, each one breaking the 
record set by the previous one for 
inefficiency and disharmony. 
This last meeting must have gone 
Smoothly (I missed it), as there 
were so few people involved in the 
discussions. 
An Honorable Mention list was 
chosen, but it consisted of five 
players from each of the teams 
represented; 
none 
each 
from 
Cabrillo and San Luis. 
Choosing an All-League team will 
never bump the energy crisis off the 
list of vital world topics. But there 
must be a better way to do it.

The same goes for Darrell Royal of Texas who 
would give the nod to Roosevelt Leaks; or for Frank Kush 
of Arizona State who would vote for Woody Green; or Don 
Fambrough of Kansas who would vote for David Jaynes. 
What’s not so natural is the honest-to-goodness feeling of 
love and mutual respect for one another shared by 
Cappelletti and Paterno 
“ John Cappelletti is the greatest football player I vp ever 
been around,” Paterno told the New York College Football 
Writers weekly luncheon Monday. “ But even more 
important, he’s got poise, character and he’s someone I d 
enjoy having as a son. He's an awfully warm, good kid. 
“ I ’ll be honest with you,” Paterno added. “ I don’t know if 
he deserves the Heisman Trophy. I’ve never seen Hicks or 
Griffin or some of the others so I don't know who the 
greatest player is. 
“ But as for a lineman such as Hicks getting it, I’ll tell you 
'something. We were trailing Pittsburgh, 13-3, at halftime 
last Saturday and if I had John Hicks he wouldn't have been 
able to win the game for us But John Cappelletti did. 
“ Deep down, I don’t think Cappy expects to get the 
Heisman and if he doesn’t I won’t be disappointed because I 
don’t think he’d want me to be ” 
Cappelletti’s statistics certainly don’t hurt his chances 
for the award.

Cappelletti admitted he’s looking forward to a career in 
professional football. 
“ It’s something I ’ve thought about since last season. But 
if that doesn’t work out, I’d like to get into law 
enforcement. Larry Ludwig, who used to play for us and is 
now a probation officer in Philadelphia, got me interested 
in that field when I was a sophomore.’’ 
John’s family includes three brothers and one sister One 
of his brothers is now on the Penn State freshman football 
team as a linebacker and Cappy’s folks travel to University 
Park from Philadelphia for all of Penn State’s home 
games. 
“They really have a good time when they come up for the 
games,” said John “ They've made a lot of friends. As for 
the Heisman, well, they don't worry about things like that. ” 
Which definitely puts them in the minority among 
football fans.

may find itself with larger 
stay-at-hom e

indoors at night, but now the 
likelihood of less pleasure 
driving makes the potential 
video audience even bigger. 
A television network that 
is fast on the uptake would 
be likely to see this situation 
as an opportunity to win a

programming during such a 
period. 
But video schedules are, 
for the most part, locked in 
way ahead of air dates, and 
networks

we live in. Certainly, his abilities drew the 


ire of many but no opponent could fault his 
purpose.

environment. 
He worked hard 
in his 
purpose without concern for his material 
gains, but only for the gains of a better 
life. He was an honest and a sensitive

Bruce Sharpe also made valuable other 
contributions to the community with his 
service on the Lompoc Unified School 
District board of education. 
He ably 
served as chairman of the school board 
and expertly guided its deliberations. He 
contributed 
greatly 
toward 
re-cvcling 
efforts of the community through the use 
of 
his 
private 
property. 
He 
was 
instrumental 
in the formation of the 
Lompoc Valley YMCA and maintained a 
strong 
interest 
in 
this 
fine 
youth 
organization. He served as President of 
the Lompoc Valley Press Club and was 
active in Sierra Club activities. 
The tall, rangy, articulate man will be 
sorely missed for his contributions to this 
community. The valley is indebted to the 
contributions of Bruce Sharpe, lawyer. 


Mondale in New York 


Hey, I have seen Walter Mondale. 
I fear he is an idea whose time has 
not come. 
It was at the celebration to honor 
the 50th anniversary of the New 
Leader. That is a little journal, 
published 
in New York, which 
played an important role over a 
generation 
gently 
but 
firmly 
detaching social democracy from 
Bolshevism. It is associated with a 
remarkable man, dead now ten 
years, 
whose 
benign 
shadow 
continues to hover over a journal 
identified by one of the speakers as 
the “only” intellectual journal that 
wasn’t pro-Communist during the 
30’s and 40’s. 
That is slightly exaggerated, but 
close enough to remind oneself how 
lonely was the company of the anti­ 
com m unists 
in 
left 
highbrow 
circles. Sol Levitas of the New 
Leader brought out his weekly 
journal by wheedling articles from 
authors, and contributions from 
labor 
organizations, 
and 
by 
straining to pry open a modest little 
hole within which the American left 
could play a modest anti-Communist 
game. This is as difficult as running 
a republican plot inside Buckingham 
Palace, but no one did it better than 
the New Leader. 
The 
p rin c ip a l 
speaker was Sena­ 
tor Mondale, who 
was given a medal 
of sorts. He was 
preceded by several 
speakers, including 
the brilliant soci- 
^ ologist Daniel Bell, 
who spoke author­ 
itatively and nos­ 
talgically about the 
movement; 
and a 
leader 
who spoke 
at great length in circles that 
reeleth the mind. Leaving Senator 
Mondale in the traditional position 
of 
the 
main 
speaker 
who 
is 
introduced after the audience is 
bleary with fatigue. 
He came on nicely. Here was the 
man about whom the intellectual 
power brokers have been whispering 
excitedly for months now. One week 
in the New York Times I counted 
three references to him in the 
columns of those influential men 
who come up with wonderful ideas 
about who the next president of the 
United States should be. They did 
such a thing seven or eight years ago 
in behalf of John Gardner who 
however chose to sulk off as head of 
Common Cause rather than trudge 
about New Hampshire showing the 
voters his Scotty Reston Scrapbook. 
Senator Mondale started off with 
a nice self-deprecating reference to 
his political genealogy. His father 
too was a socialist, he said, but he 
suspected 
it was because both 


Hoover 
and 
FDR 
wanted 
to 
eliminate prohibition. He found this 
evening, he said alluding genially to 
the length of the previous speech, 
“like our own Democratic dinners. 
Except usually Hubert Humphrey is 
there. What comes after Hubert 
Humphrey?” he asked playfully: 
“Sunday morning.” He might have 
added that what also comes after 
Hubert Humphrey, as a general 
rule, is a standing ovation. 
But Senator Mondale was in a jam 
of sorts. He was addressing an 
audience liberal like himself in all 
questions of domestic policy. But it 
was 
also 
an 
audience 
pretty 
generally 
anti-Com m unist 
by 
conviction and, where the interests 
of Israel and the Soviet Union 
collide, unflinchingly on the side of 
Israel. Senator Mondale is not 
known as a Senate hawk. Indeed, he 
is one of the senators who have 
voted against military parity for the 
United States in Senator Jackson’s 
bill in SALT II. 
Accordingly, the Senator 
spent 
most of his time wheel-spinning. 
Guess what he favors? Right — 
cleaning up campaign financing, 
taking constitutional precautions to 
see to it that Vietnams never happen 
again, 
making 
the 
president 
accountable 
to 
the 
people, 


reaffirming our basic commitment 
to social justice — and other 
galvanizing social innovations. 
Then, taking a deep breath, he 
lashed 
out 
against 
the 
Nixon 
A d m in istratio n ’s 
“ sp irit 
of 
Munich.” We hadn’t heard about the 
spirit of Munich since way back in 
1965 when Lyndon Johnson used to 
try to ramrod a little history into the 
backbone of the doves who fluttered 
about him. From about 1966 on, 
anyone 
who 
used 
the 
word 
“ M unich’’ 
was 
autom atically 
treated like Dr. Strangelove. But 
here was this virginal presence 
from 
the 
Populist 
Midwest 
denouncing the “spirit of Munich” 
and going on to warn about the 
dangers of detente and denouncing 
oil blackmail! Oh Geordie, jingling 
Geordie! It was grand to hear the 
Baby Charles laying low the evils of 
dissimulation, and Steenie lecturing 
on the turpitude of incontinence.

Toll the bell 


The death last week of Lompoc 
attorney Bruce Sharpe touched the 
feelings of public concern as no 
other in recent years. Sharpe was an 
uncommon man, who turned his 
formidable talents to serve the less 
fortunate and in more recent times 
to serve the cause of civil rights and 
environmental protection. 
Sharpe defended 
the legal rights of 
those who came in 
to contact with the 
law, 
first of 
all 
because as human 
b e i n g s 
t h o s e 
accused of crimes 
dfserve 
representation and 
secondly because of 
his 
criticism 
of 
many features of 
the whole judicial 
process. 
For example 
he was critical of 
grand juries generally, calling them 
“star chamber” bodies. His stand 
coincides with that taken elsewhere 
by those who say a grand jury is not 
necessarily a body of our peers, but 
more often than not a body of the 
well situated in the community. He 
was also critical of the process of 
arrest that sometimes sweeps up 
individuals merely because of their 
proximity to a crime scene. 
T h e s e 
i m p r e s s i o n s 
a r e 
fragmentary. A friend tells me he 
first bumped into Sharpe at Pt. 
Mugu before he became an attorney. 
He was working as a technical 
writer. 
This reporter developed a deep 
respect for his technical turn of 
mind after hearing him speak on one 
occasion in a presentation outlining 
his criticism of the various nuclear 
fuel systems. 
Time 
alone 
will 
judge 
what 
contributions he has made in terms 
of environmental law. Certainly 
many aspects of his efforts in the 
Highway 1 bypass case and his 
probing of the laws of eminent 
domain will be studied for years to 
come. 
His 
thoroughness 
in 


preparing for a case can’t help but 
inspire those attorneys who follow 
in his footsteps. 
Sharpe was impatient with the 
slowness of government to respond 
to the wishes of the people and he 
was sometimes despairing when 
public support for environmental 
principles 
fell 
short 
of 
the 
enthusiasm 
he 
thought 
the 
principles merited. 
Not long ago I spotted him in a 
new car, a small compact model. I 
see you have a new car, I shouted 
from a distance. Sharpe poked his 
head out the driver’s window and 
shouted back, “Well, it produces 
less air pollutants than your car. I 
checked it out.” 
Sharpe was active in a variety of 
community situations besides the 
school board that he served from 
1963 to 
1967. 
For example he 
virtually mounted the ramparts in 
defense of Nicholas Bevilacqua who 
was 
fired 
from 
his 
post 
as 
community development director. 
Bevilacqua, many will recall took a 
strong, environmentalist approach 
to the planning role of the city and 
believed in an advocacy position to 
further the cause of environmental 
protection. 
However, Bevilacqua 
opposed 
the 
proposed 
freeway 
development east of Lompoc so 
strongly that he was moved to take a 
public 
position 
diam etrically 
opposed to the position of the City 
Council and Planning Commission 
of that time. 


Sharpe believed in ecology actions 
in a practical way. He gave over the 
rear of the house his law firm 
occupied on North H Street and also 
the backyard for an ecology center. 
On Saturdays, it was common to see 
a group led by such individuals as 
Don Hinderliter smashing cans and 
bottles for recycling. 
Later or at about the same time, 
Sharpe 
served on 
the city 
of 
L o m p o c ’s 
f i r s t 
R ec y c li n g 
Committee with Hinderliter. 
Sharpe also served a stint as 
president of Lompoc Valley Press 
Club It seems like onlv yesterday or
